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In the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment of June 18, 2008, the Examiner indicated as 



The proposed amendments to the claims of 2-22-08 do not show all the deletions 
and additions made to the text of the claims existing as of 5-24-07 and the 
proposed amendments of 3-13-08 do not correct all such instances of 
noncompliance. For example, see the last three sections of claim 26 filed 2-23-08 
as compared to the same of 5-24-07 and see also such sections of 3-[13]-08 as 
compared to those of 2-22-08 and 5-24-07. 

In response, Applicants submit a Substitute Amendment substituting for the February 22, 
2008 Amendment and the March 13, 2008 Amendment, concurrently with this response. The 
Substitute Amendment shows changes made to the claims in the May 24, 2007 Amendment by 
(1) the February 22, 2008 Amendment and (2) the March 13, 2008 Supplemental Amendment. 
The remarks of the February 22, 2008 are reiterated in all the respects. It is noted that all the 
attachments to the February 22, 2008 Amendment are NOT submitted.
